ARMS TO SOUTH AFRICA" SAID " ALL 15 SECURITY COUNCIL MEMBERS 
SHOT UP THEIR HANDS IN THE UNANIMOUS VOTE- THE FIRST TIME

COMMENT, UNDER HEALINE " YOUNG GETS HIS ARMS BAN" CALLED 
UN MOVE " MADNESS, SHEER MADNESS;" LAID THE BLAME ON THE 
CARTER ADMIN WHICH IT SAID IS " TWO EACED;". 

AND SINGLED OUT AMB. YOUND AS " DOUBLE-TALKING" 

INSTIGATOR OE BAN. EDITORIAL SAID: " WAY BACK IN JAM MR. YOUNG 
WAS ALREADY URGING A VERY HARD LINE ON SA. APPEARING BEEORE 
SENATE EOR. REL. COMMITT, HE BACKED A GLOBAL ARMS EMBARGO

IMPORTANCE OF BLACK AFRICAN STATES AS WESTERN TRADING PARTNERS 
HAS THE INEVITABLE RESULT THAT THE WESTERN POWERS ARE NOW 
MUCH MORE SUSCEPTIBLE TO PRESSURES EROM THESE STATES THAN
